Spray elm tree beetles now to 


kill first generation larvae

worms and you protect your trees

Overwintering adult beetles arc 


now moving to elm trees to lay 
their eggs, 
so early spraying 


can do the most effective job, 
the agent points out. 
•• There are three or four gen- 
erations of beetles in a year and 
damgae is very severe if they 
are allowed to grow unmolested 
throughout the summer. 


To "recognize these leaf strip- 


pers you. should know that: Elm 
leaf beetle adults are 
7/4 inch 


long, and are tan and brownisl 
striped in color. Beetles lay eggs 
in rows or clusters on the under 
side of the leaves. These egg. 
are yellow to orange in color 
The' young' larvae hatch from th 
,eggs and feed in a- group on th« 
leaf surface near the egg clus 
ter. As they grow they move t 
new areas on the tree and con 
sume 
large 
portions 
of 
tli 


leaves, leaving only 'the network 
of veins. As they mature the 
larvae move to the trunk of the 
tree and down to the soil. They 
pupate on the lower tree trunk 
and in the soil before changing 
to adults. 


Control is best obtained 
by 


iriaking a spray application about 
the time leaves have reached full 
growth. If this spray is not made, 
then 3,.to 4 applications will be 
necessary to protect trees from 
second to fourth generations. 


'DDT gives ecelle'nt control when 


a good job of spraying is done. 
It should be used at the rate of 
2 quarts of 25 percent DDT emul- 
sifiabl'e "concentrate to 100 gallons 
of water. Two pounds of 50 per- 
cent T)DT wettable powder may 
also be used in 100 gallons of 
water, Mr. Caldwell advises.

This, he said, was despite the 
fact that the diet at Rome "was 
the best I've ever seen at the 
Olympic Games." 


Bohm, a former trainer for both 


professional football and baseball 
teams, studied the diets of ath- 
letes in Rome. He found they pre- 
ferred baked and broiled foods t* 
fried dishes and ate fruit for sugar 
content. Nearly all took wheat 
germ oil after competition to speed 
recovery from exertion, he said. 


He has done research on Olym- 


pic athletes since 1936 and has 
written two books on athletic 
training. He has been » trainer 
for the Washington Redskins and 
New York Giants of the National 
Football League and for the Cin- 
cinnati Reds, Washington Senators 
and St. Louis Cardinals in profes- 
sional baseball.
